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Wbkbbas, the undenigned have assoektted together in the pur- 
chase of a parcel or tract of land, situate in Belknap Street, in the 
City of Boston, and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, which was 
oonveyed unto three of them, to wit :— Caleb Chaoe, Henry Up- 
ham and Charles 6. Loring, by Anne Collins, Samuel C. and Sarah 
Bowman, John Dunn and James W. Vose, by their several deeds, 
bearing date respectively on the fifteenth, twenty-first and twenty- 
fifth days of April last past, and recorded with Suffolk deeds. Lib. 
404, Fol. 238, 239, 240, and by James Andrews, by deed bearing 
date the fourth day of May last past, and recorded with Suffolk 
deeds. Lib. 405, Fd. 25, as by reference thereto or said records 
will mora fully appear : and which conveyances were made to them 
as trustees, to the uses and upon the trusts hereinafter declared. 
And buildings have been erected upon said land, for the purpose of 
using the same as a Club Stable, for the mutual benefit of the un- 
dersigned, and their assigns. Now these presents bear witness, 
that they do severally and reciprocally covenant, each for himself, 
his heirs, executors and administrators, to and with every other, his 
heirs, executors, administrators and assigns, in manner following, 
that is to say. 

Abt. l.^-The capital stock of said Association shall be divided 
into eighteen shares, each of the value of three hundred and fifty 
dollars : and each share shall entide the owner to the use of one 



stall for a horse, and of room for a vehicle on wheels, and one 
sleigh, suitable for a single horse 5 or two shares owned by the same 
person, shall entitle him to room for a coach or vehicle, and a sleigh 
for two horses, and one gig or chaise on two wheels, instead of two 
single vehicles. If he shall so elect ; and all the usual furniture and 
equipments of horses and carriages. And each share shall entitle 
the owner to all the common privileges of the Stable. 

Art. 2. — ^A Treasurer shall be chosen, who shall keep records 
of the meetings and proceedings of the Club, and of the certificates 
and transfers of shares ; and shall issue new certificates to pur- 
chasers, and have the custody of the funds, books, papers, and all 
documents and property of the Club not in the Stable ; and shail 
have power to lay such assessments upon each share, as shall be 
necessary, from time to time, to defray the expenses of wages, 
provender, utensils, insurance, and all other current and contingent 
charges necessarily incurred in the carrying on and management of 
the affairs of the establishment. And no member thereto elected 
shall decline serving at least once in said office. 

Art. 3. — ^The other officers, and the modes of conducting the 
business of the establishment, shall be prescribed in the By-Laws 
established, or that shall be established, from time to time, for the 
regulation of its proceedings. 

Art. 4. — ^There shall be stated meetings on the first Mondays of 
July and January, for the choice of Treasurer, and the transaction 
of such other business as may arise ; and the Treasurer shall call 
meetings whenever requested in writing by any member. And be 
shall give at least thn^e days' notice of the slated meetings, and of 
all others so to be called by him 3 and shall at the meetings in July 
and January, present his accounts and vouchers for examination. 

Art. 5.*— No change or alteraticn in the articles of association, 
or the By-Laws, shall be made, unless at the regular meetings of 



the Club, and after notice in writing to each member, by the Treas* 
wrer, of the substance of the aheration intended to be proposed 3 
nor unless voted for by the owners of at least two third parts of the 
shares, or their authorized agents. But any change so made shall 
be bindmg upon the Association. 

Art. 6.— -The Treasurer may be removed from office by a vote 
of the Association, at any meeting called for that purpose by two 
or more members, and in writing, stating the purpose, and giving at 
least three days' notice thereof. 

And in case of the absence, inability, or death of the Treasurer, 
the duties of his office shall be performed by the senior Director, 
or any other officer of the Association then on duty, during such 
absenee, or inability, or until a successor be chosen. And in any 
such ease, a substitute or successor may be appointed at a meeting 
called as above stated. 

Art. 7.— The shares shall be transferable upon the terms here- 
inafter mentioned, and any such transfer shall not operate as a dis- 
solution of the Association ; but, upon compliance by the assignor 
and assignee with such terms and conditions, the former shall cease 
to be, and the latter shall become, a member thereof. And upon 
the decease of a member, his share or shares shall revert to and 
vest in the Association, and the certificate or certificates thereof 
shall be surrendered to the Treasurer, who shall receipt there- 
for; and the Association shall, within six months therei^er, pay 
to his executors or administrators the par value thereof stated in 
Article 1st, or may sell the same, if they shall so elect, and in such 
case shall account for such price as they shall, in the mean time, 
have obtained therefor, after deducting such amount, if any, as shall 
be due thereupon to the Association.

And no transfer shall be valid, or of any effect, unless the owner 
thereof shall have first made a written offer thereof to the Club, 
through the Treasurer, stating the price at which he is willing to sell 
the same, and the person whom he expects to be the purchaser, and 
giving ten days for them to elect whether or not to take the same ; 
nor if sold for any less price than that so named 5 nor until the pur- 
chaser shall have signed the receipt and acknowledgment above 
set forth, and signed and sealed the Articles of Association ; nor 
until such assignee shall have paid all debts owing from the vendor 
to the Association. 

Art. 9.— Each share shall entitle the holder thereof to a vote > 
and three members shall constitute a quorum ; and members may 
vote by proxy by another member. 

Art. 10. — The capital stock of the Association shall not be in- 
creased, nor any of its real estate, nor any share belonging to the 
Association be sold, or otherwise disposed of, unless by a vote of 
members holding at least three fourth parts of the shares, and at a 
meeting regularly called for that purpose, afler notification thereof, 
in writing, for at least one week previously, setting forth the object 
of the meeting. 

Art. 11. — ^If any member shall refuse^ or omit, for the space of 
ten days, to pay any assessment or assessments lawfully laid upon 
any share to him belonging, unless by reason of absence, illness, or 
other unavoidable casualty, the Association may, if they shall see 
fit, at a regular meeting called upon the subject, declare such share 
forfeited ; and the same shall thereupon revert to and vest in the 
Association— who shall thereupon pay to the former owner thereof 
the par value thereof, deducting the amount so owing from him, and 
interest, if they shall elect so to do ; or shall sell the same at the 
best price they can readily obtain therefor, and pay to him the bal- 
ance of the proceeds of such sale, afler deducting all expenses, and 
the amount so owing from him, and interest. And such holder shall 
thereupon cease to be a member of the Association. 
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Art. 12. — ^Tbe Trustees shall execute such deeds, leases and as-> 
surances as shall be required of them to carry into effect any regu- 
lar and lawful vote of the Association : provided, however^ that they 
shall never be required to enter into any express or implied cove- 
nants of warranty 5 and upon any sale or other disposal of real es- 
tate^ the members of the Association shall, if thereto requested by 
the purchasers, or Trustees, execute proper deeds of quit-claim of 
any rights and interests which they may have in the granted prem- 
ises. 

Art. 13 —All or any of the Trustees of the estates and property 
of the Association, may be removed by a vote of the Association, 
at any meeting regularly called for tfaatfturpose ; and shall there* 
upon execute to such new Trustee or Trustees, b» shall be appoint- 
ed, such deeds, assignments and assurances, as shall be proper for 
vesting in them the legal title to said estates and property ; and in 
the event of the death, or resignation by consent of the Association, 
of cither or any of the Trustees, for the time being, the sarviving or 
remaining Trustees, and any Trustee who shall have so resigned, 
shall execute to any new Trustee or Trustees, who shall be ap- 
pointed, the like deeds, assignments and assurances. 

Art. ] 4.— Every member shall faithfully observe and abide by 
all by-laws and regulations which shall, from time to time, be es- 
tablished for the management of the affairs of the Association. 

And the said Caleb Chace, Henry Upham and Charles G. Lor- 
ing, do hereby declare, that said estates were conveyed to them 
and are now held in and upon the trusts herein above declared 3 and 
for themselves, and their respective heirs and assigns, do severally 
covenant, that they will faithfully fulfil the trusts so reposed in them, 
according to the true intent and meaning of the said conveyances, 
and of these presents. 
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Art. 1.— The officers of the Club Stable shall be a Treasurer, 
who shall be elected as provided for in the Articles of Association, 
and two Directors for each month, the members serving as such, 
each one month, in alphabetical rotation, in the following order, viz : 
one commencing with the first day, and the other with the fideenth 
day of the month. The Treasurer shall not be required to serve as 
Director during his continuance in office 5 and no member will de- 
cline servuig as Director or Treasurer, unless from inevitable ne- 
cessity J but any Director may serve by proxy by another member. 

Art. 2. — ^The Treasurer shall keep records of the proceedings 
of the Club, and books of accounts of receipts and expenditures^, 
and of certificates and transfers of shares, and have the custody of 
the funds, and of all property belonging to the Club not in the Sta- 
ble, and notify the Directors of their respectives times of service. 

Art, 3. — ^The Directors for the month shall exercise general 
powers as representatives or agents of the Club, to make or author- 
ize purchases of all things required for the maintenance of the Sta- 
ble 3 to hire and dismiss agents and servants, excepting the super- 
intendent, and they shall visit and inspect the Stable at least twice 
every week, and note their visit, and such remarks as they may see 
fit, in a book to be kept at the Stable for that purpose 3 and shall be 
under the sole responsibility for the proper management of the con- 
cern duiinff their time of ser\'ice. 
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Art. 4. — ^There shall be a Superintendent of the Stable, to be 
elected by the members at a regular meeting, who shall have the 
entire management thereof, under the supervision and control of the 
IMrectors. 
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His salary shall be fixed by the members, and he shall be remov- 
able by them. 

But he shall not have power to bind the Club by any purchases 
or contracts exceeding in amount the sum of fifty dollars, unless 
thereto authorized by one of the Directors for the time being. 

Art. 5. — ^The Treasurer shall pay no bills over fifty dollars, un- 
less countersigned by one of the Directors, nor any under that 
amount, unless countersigned by a Director or the Superintendent. 

Art. 6. — ^The Treasurer shall keep two distinct accounts of ex- 
penditures, numbered one and two. Number one shall embrace 
those incurred for all other purposes than for the feeding of the 
horses 3 and number two all those incurred for such feeding. 

Art. 7. — ^The Treasurer shall assess the current expenses equal- 
ly upon the members, excepting as hereinafter provided, payable 
quarterly, on the first days of July, October, January and April, 
and the same shall be punctually paid on those days, and may make 
such other assessments, from time to time, as shall be necessary for 
the current or contingent expenses of the Stable. 

Art. 8. — If the horse of any member shall be absent for seven 
consecutive days, or more, a corresponding deduction shall be 
made from his share of the account number two, so that he shall be 
exonerated therefrom during such absence 3 and if any member 
shall reside in the country, so that his horse is put up at the Stable 
during the day only, he shall be charged with only a half part of 
the portion of account number two, which would otherwise be as- 
sessed upon him. 

Art. 9. — ^The Directors may, at their discretion, so far dispense 
with the first article in the Articles of Association, as to permit a mem- 
ber to keep more than one vehicle to each stall owned by him, pro* 
vided that it shall not interfere with the rights of any other member. 
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Art. I0.»*ln order to insure ecfaal attention and care, on the 
part of the Superintendent and persons employed, towards every 
member, each is pledged to every other not to give any money or 
other gratuity in any form, to any person employed in the establish- 
ment — ^it being intended that liberal wages shall supersede any 
such necessity. 

Art. 11. — ^The Treasurer, whenever requested in writing by a 
member, shall call a meeting of the members, and shall give at 
least one day's notice thereof, in writing ; and three members shall 
form a quorum ; and all the doings of such meeting not touching 
the by-laws, or matters provided for in the Articles of Association, 
shall be binding on the Club. 

Art. 12.»— In all cases, not otherwise provided for, the Directors 
for the time being shall determine what compensation shall be paid 
by a member for any use of the Stable. 

ARti 13.— The choice of stalls shaill be determined annually, by 
auctiod; at the meeting in July. 
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
